A STATE OF SIEGJE. 

I'elxoto Will Contlnufi to (Jovnrn Brazil Pos- 
sibly as Dictator. 

Ni:sv YoiiK, Aug. 21. — There is consider- 
abla anxiety in Brazil over tho rumor that 
Prosidenb Petxoto will oontinue to govern 
under a etate of eiege. 

The Herald'a correipondent in Brazil 
sends word tlint President-elect Moraea ie 
greatly incensed against President Poixoto, 
and tho latler'a ftiondH are urpinH liim to 
aaaumo tho diotatomliip. From Monte- 
video, Uruguay, n hvb advices say that tho 
Kio Grande n bol c rM.iiattoo, whioh haa 
hoa(J((uurterH ihaie, duuiL-a the rupiirt sent 
out by tho Uraziliun government that (leu- 
oral Saravftis i.- dead. They Bay ho is still 
uneor(]Uered and is at tho head of an army 
of eight thousand determined revolutioniata. 
The arrival of Admiral Saldaiiha da Oama 
from Huropo to-morrow is unxiouuly ex- 
pected.

Bnropean market. 



London-, Aug. 22.— The Shanghai oorre 
spondont of the Times telegraphs under 
yesterday's date : Qonernl Tio, commander 
of tho Feng Tien division, telegraphs that on 
Friday the CbiDoao attacked the Japanose at 
Ping Yan and drove them with a heavy 
loss to Chang Ho, a distance of 11 mi 
The Chinese reattackod on Saturday and 
drc^ve them out of Chang Ho, Tho Japaneeo 
loBsea were again heavy. Chang Ho is now 
in the handa of the Chinese. It is expected 
that another groat battle will be 
fought to-day. The Chinese had previously 
evAouated, as an under-general, Yeh, was 
fjklaoly reported killed, who was obtaining 
reinforcomontB from the Korean marches 
of Seoul in tho direotion of the 
Chinese forces converging at Ping 
Yonk. Nine thousand Japanese marched 
from Seoul towurd Ping Yong, The tele- 
graph at the latter point remains In the 
possession of tho Chinese lieet whioh 
is in full poaaeaaion of tho Ouif 
of Pechili. The Japanese aro reem- 
barking a large number of their troops at 
Fusan. Their destination is unknown. 

London, Aug. 2L— A diapatoh from 
Shanghai to the Times saya : Iheaurvivora 
of tho Chinese transport Kow. Shiog agree 
in disproving the Japaneao offielal version of 
the sinking of that voaaol. Xbe atatemonta 
made by these peraona show that the Ko w 
Shing was without an eaoorb and that tho 
Attack made upon hor by the Japinese war- 
ship Naniwa was unprovoked and not in 
any respect connected with a naval engage- 
ment. Tho fact is now established that tha 
commander of tho ISaniwa ordered his men to 
6re upon tho Chinese strugciioM in tho water 
after tho Kow Shiug SLink, and there is in- 
diaputable evidence that a largo number were 
killed in that way. It ia further learned 
that tho French gunboat Lion, a German 
gunboat and tho British gunboat Porpoiae 
^aved 2-10 of tho drowning Chinese, while 
the Naniwa did not rescue a single one. All 
the foreign representatives in China regard 
the treatment of the Chinese soldiers on 
board the Kow Shung as inhuman and so 
represented the affair to their respective 
govornments. Admiral Freemantle, com- 
mander of the liritish squadron, is now col- 
lecting detailed evidence ooncerning the 
sinking of the Kow Shing with the object 
of transmitting it to tho admiralty otiico. 

Government officers have gone aboard 
another vessel on tho Tyne because they 
wore convinced that she was Stting for 
service in the Chinese Japan war. The 
work on the vessel has been pushed with 
the greatest haate ginco the declaration of 
war, and recently materials of war have been 
placed aboard of her. As far as can be 
ascertained neither China nor Japan ordered 
the vessel. It is thought that she may have 
been fitting out merely for apeoulative pur- 
poses, her owners intending to offer her to 
China or Japan after gettfog away from 
Eogliah watera. Despite- the preaenee 
of . the' . offieera work ' on the ' veaael 
haa, not .beeil atopped. More aeFzurea of 
veaaele are ezpeoted. The steamer Alaska 
whioh China DOOght before the war through 
the Thames Iron Company now lies in the 
Thames. She it armor olad, carrying rapid 
firing guna. She is understood to be ship- 
ping ber crew. A dispatch from Vienna 
says that 20,G00 Mannlicher rifles, made in 
Austria, have been shipped to China. 

Tho Secretary of State for Foreign AlFiirs 
has ordered tho cuatoms authorities at Glas- 
gow to seize the warship lalam, whioh is 
being fitted out for either China or Japan. 
This order was given under tho foreign en- 
listment act, as was tho order Saturday to 
seize an KIswiok works' torpedo catcher at 
Nowcaatle. 

Tho Islam ia a fast cruiser. She was re- 
cently sold by ]J. & \V. Henderson to tho 
Japanese government. At that time her 
name was changed to Tosraaru, but at the 
outbreak of tho war it was again changed to 
Islam. 

A special diapatoh to tho Times from 
Shanghai saya it ia rumored that inatead of 
a large Chinese army only a small force was 
routed at Vushun by Japonese. The re- 
mainder of tho army, it is said, had gone 
north to join tho uorihern forces. Skirmish- 
es aro reported to have taken place atPing- 
yun, province of Shanyo, and a great battle 
is expected to bo fought there shortly. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says tho Chin- 
eio there are sufferiDg from a spy mania that 
haa developed among Chinese ofBoials. All 
vessels arriving at Toosung river are board- 
ed by Chinese naval oflioera and searched 
for apics and eonfruburd munitions of war. 
Two prominent Japanese have been arrested 
within tho Froncli conoesaions on an un- 
founded charge of spying. They are 
still detained tor trial. This dis- 
patch further states that a num- 
ber of Englishnjan aud Scotchmen 
have been obliged to leave the araenal at 
VVei-hai-wci owing to the war. They had 
been fired at by some of the Chinese guards, 
and some of them would undoubtedly have 
been killed had it not been for the protec- 
tion afl'ordod them by Chinese otlicials. It 
is added that on three sucocsaivo nights 
JapanoBO torpedo boats forced tho boom 
guarding llio water entrance to Woi-hai-wei. 
They either evaded or oountorminod tho tor- 
pedoes that had boon laid by )/ho Chinese, 
and tllcoted an entrance to tho porta, tho 
defence of which had heretofore been sup 
posed to be improguablo. The Japanese did 
not engage tlie forts, as it is said they were 
in aearoh of information aa to the lines to be 
followed in the event Of it being decided to 
make an attack in force upon tho place. 

China haa aooepted'the offer of Lui Yung 
Fi, tho cclebraited ex>ohief of the Black Flaga 
in Tonquin. who ia now a naval oommodore 
at Canton, to reorganize the Black Flags to 
fight against Japan, The Ohinoao govern- 
ment has prohibited the exportation of 
horsos. Horses are rocarded aa contraband 
of war by Japan. Urgent ordera have been 
sent from tho northern to the southern 
arsenals for powder and other nmnitions. 
Recruiting for the army is progressing 
uotivoly. Tlie Japanese have fortified the 
passes leading from China into Korea, and 
have eatablishod elaboruto defonoos at Seoul. 
One hundred and sixty thousand men have 
been mobiliised ))y|Japan. 
' The Central bftble aaya that government 



officials aro watching carefully all firms that 
are ficiing out shipu and manufacturing am 
munition. The many firmii whioh have 
been warned againot working for either 
Japan or China have denied invariably that 
they intended to undermine the govern 
ment'a policy. Those who aoknowledged 
that they were dealing in materials or vea 
sels of war, protested invariably that the 
materials and vessels were to he sent to 
South American countries, In hardly a 
oaae haa the firm atopped its anspected ac' 
tivity on account of the government'a warn- 
ing, 

SiiANCJiiAi, Aug. 21.— Admiral Ting, act- 
ing under orders, has so disposed tho small- 
er veasola of the Chinese fleet aa to prevent 
the Japaneae from landing troops in Chinese 
territory. The atronger vesaela are openly 
cruising in the gulf of Pe-chi-li, ready to 
fight the Japiinese, Up to this time they 
have not had the good fortune to meet them. 

Washinoton, Aug. 21. — Yee Sung See, 
the Korean minister, and Jarug Bong Whan, 
secretary of the legation, left Waahlngton 
this morning on the Pennaylvania; limited 
for Chioaigo, on thelr'vyay. home." They will 
leave San Franoiaob'on ' the 28th Inatant and 
expect to reach Yokohama about the mid- 
dle of Septembef. Aa the regular linea of 
commerce between Japan and Korea aro in- 
torrnptod, the minister yesterday applied 
to Secretary Grealiam for permission to go 
aboard an American warship at aomo con- 
venient Japaneao port and thot instructions 
bo sent Commodore Carpenter to have him 
and tho secretary landed on Korean soil. 
The state and navy department have the 
matter under consideration and likely the 
Koreans will be taken aboard the Concord, 
Petrel or Monocacy at Nagaaki and landed 
at Chemulpo. The only question arising ia 
the taking of foreign representatives aboard 
a United States man-of-war under tho exist- 
ing condition of sflairs in the East. 

New York, Aug. 21. — Tho Japanese gov- 
ernment has ordered, it is aaid, 100,000 
stands of guns and ammunition from a firm 
in this city. When questioned oa to this re- 
port, the manager of tho firm aaid : "The 
fact is 1 am not at liberty to speak concern- 
ing tho matter, as the two countries are at 
war, and it may do some harm to talk." 

Tho British steamer Cam, which arrived 
to-day from Coosaw, S.C., is bound for Yo- 
kohama, Japan and will carry a large quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition to the country. 
Tho Cam's agents admit that she is going to 
carry arms to Japan but refuse to aay who 
are consignees or oonaignora. They aay that 
already they have aeonred eight tona of 
cartridgea and fuaea and fifty oaaee of. arms 
for shipment. , 

BivEitsiDK,- Cal., Ang. 2L— One of tho 
moat Important 'men'in' this country in his 
relation to the preaent controversy between 
Japan and China, and one who ia likely to 
prove an important factor in a direct way, 
aa he ia certain to in an indirect way, in the 
war now waging over Korea, is Col. J. R. 
Waaaon, of Sedalia, Mo,, formerly a well- 
known officer of the United States army. 
The Japaneao government haa sent for Col, 
Waeson and urged him to repair at once to 
the scene of the conflict, and there take 
command of one division of the -Mikado's 
brcea. He has been asked to do thia be- 
cause of his familiarity with the Japanese 
and their methods and his ability as a com- 
mander. The govornmont ofEoiala know 
thia from Col. Waason's connection with the 
Japanese army at one time aa a military in- 
structor. A warm personal friend of the 
Colonel residing in thia city ia in receipt of a 
letter from the ez^.aoldier giving tlie facta 
aa to the offer made by the Japanese.

London, Aug. 21. — la the House of Com- 
mona laat night Mr. Cobb asked if before 
the close of the aeaaion the govermnenfe 
would announce its intention in regard to 
the veto power of the House of Lorda. 

Sir William Harcourt' said the gravity of 
the question would prevent an answer at 
the present time. 

Thomas Sexton auggeated that a measure 
be inserted in t^e next Qaeen'a apeeefa wbiob 
would prevent the Honae of Lorda from 
making the House of Commons impotent in 
regard to Ireland. 

The Irish Nationalists lost their patience 
and showed plainly that they were disgust- 
ed at the failure of oil Irish legislation. Sir 
William Harcourt, chancellor of the ex- 
chfquer, had proposed the postponement of 
making the report of supply, including the 
vote for the Lorda' officialB. 

Thomas Sexton (anti-Purnellite, for Nortit 
Kerry) protested heatedly amidst tbe cheera 
of the nationalists and radioala. 

The house then wen'f' Into 'oommittee- OB 
ways and means'. 

Mr. Sexton moved to rise and report pro- 
gress. 

Sir William Harcourt replied ; " I hope 
such a method of hindering the government 
businesii will not be persisted in." 

Mr. Sexton excitedly exoloimed thit ho 
and his colleagues had had their patience ao 
atrained by repeated delaya that they would 
not endure much more. While parlismoab 
temporizad or declined to act, the Bufferings 
of Ireland increased. The government hul 
agreed with the toriea in the preaent case to 
postpone certain orders. -'He would not ba': 
a party to the agreement. He would press 
his motion. 

On division the motion was defeated by a 
vote of 51 to 310

No 
member of the government, he said, had 
wittingly acted against the sentiment of 
tho bouse and electors, Ue himself, felt 
keen appreciation for tbe loyal aupporfe 
given by the Irish mombeia. 

Mr, McCarthy 'a motion was rejected by a 
vote of 53 to 32 

John Sweetman, anti-Parnellite for the 
East division of Wicklow, has expressed in 
a letter to the Freeman's Journal the discon. 
tent felt by himself and many of his col- 
leagues since the defeat of the evicted 
tenants bill. His final words were : "Itii 
evident that this house oannot legialate for 
Ireland, and ought to be diasoWed." - 

Vesey Knox, anti-Parnelllte ' for Weaii 
Cavan, participated In, the debate with a 
shorty aharp apeech beginning with the aaeer- 
tioo that " Fine woroa butter no paranipa," 
and ending with the inquiry " When did the 
government conclude their compaot witii 
the toriea ? " 

Sir William Harcourt denied that there 
waa any compact. Liter the radicals tried 
to draw from him tho Btatoment of policy aa 
to tho course of tho lorda, but ho turned 
them off with tho remark that neither tho 
time nor the pluco was suitable for the 
statement rcqueated.

Xfae rain 
that fell on Monday baa oheoked the firea 
but not extingeished them, and they are 
still smouldering in all direotiona. But 
everything at present points to more rain. 

Three Forks is now a alty under oanvaF, 
The oitizena are nothing if not energetic. 
Some fifteen lota have been aold ainoe the 
fire and several building ooatraots have 
been let. Just aa soon aa lumber can be got 
on the ground numerous largo buildings will 
bo erected. Although the f3ru has worked a 
terrible hardship on many men who wore 
struggling for a business footing, there ia no 
doubt that the town will build up better 
than before.

He Declares the Railway Brotherhoods 
to Have Outlived TheU* 
UsefalneBS. 



CiiicAco, Aug '21.— The A. R U. prosi 
dent, E V. Debs, waa a witnesa before the 
atoike oontinUaion yesterday. Leaniog for 
ward in his seat, the tall leader of the great 
strike began ia a low, clear voico a recital, 
which gradually tk'velnpctl iato almost nn 
oration. Ho told of hnving received word 
that a strike in Pullman waa immineat aiid 
of his oomini; to Cbiotigo to investigate, 

"I found," he said, "thftt men were 
working for the Pullman oompany at wages 
upon which they could not live. The aal- 
ariea had been cut time und again until 
skilled mechanics were working their lives 
for wages not saffioient for day laborers ; 
while the town of Fntlman was so 
schemed that every penny the work- 
ingman made found its way bicU to 
the company. The workingmen oi Pullman 
were in a pitiable condition, and I deter- 
mined I would do all in my power, as presi- 
dent of the A. R. U., to improve the oondi- 
; tions of these men. The strike followed, 
ordered by the men themselves. 'Then 
dame the boycott ordered by duty elected 
delegates to our convention, and then fol- 
lowed the railroad strike, ordered by the 
various local unions, each of which bad a 
grievance of its own. 

"The Pullman strike was the prime cauae 
of the trouble. We desired to stop Pull- 
man's oars and shut off his income, thus 
forcing him to arbitrate, but ths railroad 
men bad grievanoea. Tbe Qeneral Man- 
agers' Association had been organized with 
the intention of giving assistance 
to the railroads in the labor 
troubles. Their evident aim was to 
drive organized labor Irom exiatenoe. No 
sooner had thia nasociation been formed than 
a systematic reduction of railroad wa);ea all 
over the country began. Mon were ready 
to strike, and felt that they had cause, but 
the trouble would not have oomo when It 
did had it not been for the Pullman matter. 
The time was uopropilioua. I did not order 
the atrikea. I hud not the power. The 
men did that themselves. But I do not 
wiah to shirk any reoponsibility, and am 
willing to Bay that I heartily concurred in 
and approved of the action taken by the 
men. Aa to violence, I always condemned 
it. I have written and spoken against it, 
believing and knowing that the strike can- 
not bo won by violence. Aa to the tele- 
grams sent from our office, counselling 
violence, I know of no such epistles." 

" What about that ' buy a gun ' tele- 
gram ? " asked the oommisaioner. 

< " That is easily explained. The tele- 
gram was sent by my private secretary to a 
friend in Butte and was merely a playful ex- 
pression. It was sent as saoh and so under- 
stood." 

Debs then said that within five days after 
the strike was declared the union had the 
railroads beaten. ■ " They were paralj zed," 
he said, " but injunctions were sown broad- 
cast and shortly afterward the ctiioiala of 
the A. R. U., were arrested for contempt of 
court. That boat ua. About this time 
General Miles came to Chicago, called on 
tiie General Managers' association, and next 
day was quoted in an interview as saying 
that he had broken the backbone of the 
strike. Kow, I consider that call of Gener- 
al Miles as vulgarly out of place. He bad 
no more right to consnlb with the General 
Managers' association than he had to con- 
sult with our unions. 

"I might say, too, that, it seems strange 
that air our letters and telegrams were 
made public property, while not a line of 
the railroads' correspondence was pub- 
lished. If it had baen I think we could 
prove that the general managers at a secret 
meetine declared that they would stamp the 
A. R. U. out of exiatence." 

Iq reply to n queation Dobba said that the 
union had taken every poBsiblo means to 
prevent riot and disorder. 

" We objected to the preaenco of federal 
troops, and not state troopa and police. If 
I remember rightly no acrioua outbreak oc- 
curred until the federal troopa arrived, aa 
their preaonco inflamed the men." 

The witness then told of Iho railroad bro- 
therhoods. 

" The brotherhoods have outlived their 
usefulnesB," ho aiiid. "And for that reason 
I left the flrnmcn's orKanizition. They were 
jealous ot the A. R.U. and helped to defeat 
us. There is now a movemfnt on foot to 
form a united and grand railroad organizi- 
tion. Within a few days a proposition will 
be submitted to tiu other railroad organizi- 
tiona whereby the r lljoiala ot tho A.R U. 
shall rnniim with nn poaaibility of election 
rn olii !r. yUc priiioipal cause of ptrife then 
l,eiu,< / iili.'v.-,!, all orgatiizition will be ef- 
ftcteil if tho brothorhooda will consent, 
which shall inoludr all employes." 

" What ia your foinion aa to methods of 
presenting strikes '!" asked Commissioner 
Worthington of Debs. 

" My own ideti, and lb Is the Idea of the 
A.B U., Is to unify all the railway men of 
the country. A power like that prudently 
managed would avoid strikes. The railway 
managers would recognize the wisdom of 
treating it fairly and meeting it in a con- 
ciliatory spirit." 

" Do you believe n strike ia justifiable 
that interferca with public convenience '! " 

" I believe a strike is juatiflablo, no mat- 
ter what the result, when it resists enslav- 
ing and degrading." 

•' Dn yon boliove in government owner- 
ship of ruilivaya '!" askod Mr. Kornan. 

" Yea, sir. I believe the government 
ownership ia decidedly better than railway 
ownership of the government." 



THE MISSISSIPPI 

It Is Clianetns Its Oonrte and doing Baek 
to Its Old Channel. 

Mempiiis, Tenn., Aug. 21. — Home lake, 

a long ohttin of water twenty milca south of 
Memphis, to-day broke through its banks 
and started with u troniondous rush to- 
wards tho MissiBBippi river, a mile distant, 
carrying everything before it. Tho Missis- 
sippi river has established a wide ropuiution 
for marking out new ohannolH for itself in a 
most erratic fashion, but thia is tho first 
time on record that it has ever induced an- 
other body of water to follow its example. 
Many years ago tho river llovvod through 
tho territory now being vacated by tho 
waters of the lake, but it wore a now chan- 
nel for itself, and tho old bed formed 
into an inland lake, a ohain of lakes 
five miles long and from one to two miles 
wide. . . L»tt spring when the river rose 
to an QDOBual height it ovet flowed its 
banks and spread into the Horne lake, fill- 
ing it to the utniost of Its capaoity. During 
the protracted drought of thia suumicr the 
river sank to almost Its lowest gau^c, stand- 



ing one foot nine inches from extreme 
low Wttlsr. On Situriiay a amall stream 
atiirr.ed to trickle from the lake to the river, 
and the Btroiin gradually wore out a wi e 
breaoh until this morning, whtn tho lake 
broke out in a aolid body, sweeping every 
thiug before it. Matured fields of cotton 
were doetroyod ; bridges, fenooa and oabina 
were washed away. By morning tho lake 
will be dry, und when tho river rises uguin 
the water will flow back through the same 
channel, and will poaaibly carry the current 
of the river back with it to its old course, 
which is more direct than tho oourae now 
followed by tho river. Home lake has for 
years been noted for its fish and the town oi 
Lakevlew has grown upon its backs, prin- 
cipally by the patronogo of aportamen, who 
have frtcjuonted tho place from hundreds of 
miles around. Tho town is left high and 
dry. 

DESTITUTION AT PULLMAN. 

Governor AUeeld Personally InvestigateB the 
DUtresi Amone: the Unemployed. 

Chicago, Aug. 21.— Governor Altgeld, in 
hia cfBclal capacity, came from the state 
capital to personally invcatigato tho condi- 
tion of the 1,600 destitute ex-employes of 
the Pullman palace car company, their 
wives and children. Chairman Hoathooto, 
of the strike committee, and his colleagues 
had written a letter to the governor telling 
him that the former employes of the oom- 
pany, who were cut of work, were In a 
starving condition, and that their families 
were also suffering tor the want of the 
necessaries of life. After a thorough invcs 
tigation the governor found that this state 
ment of the condition of idle people in Pull- 
man and its vicinity who wont out on strike 
several montha ago waa not oxaggoratod and 
that fifty old men have been applying daily 
for work for the lust ton days. Tho gov- 
ernor learned in a short time that the great 
strike waa otT and that atarvation was on to 
a distresaing extent, and he proposes to re- 
lievo the unfortunate people aa quickly as 
ho can get the city and county authorities 
to act. 



THE FATHERLAND. 



OpiuioQS ta Regard to the Adoption of 
the (Jorman U.S. Tariff 
BHl. 

Empresses in Council — Accusations 
Against Persons Connected With 
the German Court- 



Berlin, Aug. 21.— Manufacturers and ex- 
porters interested in American trade are 
somewhat elated over the paesage of the 
German bill. In tho textile industry tho 
roliof from tho last months of suspension is 
eapecially apparent. Exporters expect an 
incr«3a8o of businesa with the United Statea 
in about everything except raw augar. 

The news that the tariff queation had 
been virtaally settled in Washington filliped 
American etocks on the bourse; also the 
mining and banking shares, The optimistio 
views nearest the German export trade have 
not been shared by the press which affects 
to have a rather small opinion of the new 
measure. 

The Koebische 2eit«ng regards the ac- 
ceptance of the Gorman bill as a merely pro- 
Tisional act.;. The new tariff, it says, is 
merely a resting place beyond whioh lies the 
plan of a more radical revision. 

Kreius , Zsitang -stys; .VThe.new tariff 
breaks definitely with the McKinley ayatem 
and that is something, bat it benefits Ger- 
many only aa far as the woollen trade is 
concerned." 

The Vosslche Zeitung, a rabid free trader, 
thinks little of the Gorman bill and expects 
from it only a very slight lienefit for Ger- 
man manufacturers. 

The Tageblatt says : " Tho revision of 
the McKinley act has come too late to help 
materially that branch of our industry 
which ia connected most closely with the 
American trade. The manufacturers who 
depended largely on American custom have 
had time to got on their lege. There is not 
likely to be any revival duo to the new 
tariff, excepting, perhaps, in tho woollen 
trade." 

The Handel Zeitung publishes to-day the 
comments of Gorman industrial firnia on the 
Gorman bill. Tho Westphaliun wiro and 
steel manufacturers deny thivt they will lie 
benefited in any way from tho new tariJl'. 
Men in tho Hanoverian rubber industry 
think that tho now tariff is worth no more 
to them than the old one. The Saxon and 
Thuringian textile manufacturera auy that 
they huve received many civbled ordera from 
America since tho Gorman bill waa paeaod. 

l-'nipresa Auguata Victoria visited her 
mother-in-law, tho Empress Frederick, in 
Fredriohskron for several days luat week. 
She is supposed to have been arranging for 
a family oounoll to be held soon t>fter tho 
Emperor's return from England. The sub- 
ject concerns the aocuaations whioh Le 
Brecht Von Kotze was charged with bring- 
ing against numsrous persons at court. So- 
ciety is much interested in thia ooancil, ua 
tho decision is likely to affaot the court cir- 
cle materiolly during tho coming aoason.

Ay ALDERMANIO MISTAKE. 

It is mnch to bs regretted that some of 

the members of the City Council take upon 
themselves to pronounce upon ma>tt«rB on 
which it ia evident they are imperfectly in 
/ormed. Alderman Dwyer, for inatanco, on 
Monday evening without intending it, con 
demned the water Bupplied to the city in 
ulmost as strong terms as he oonid havo 
nsed. " Many complaints," he said, " have 
come regarding the water supply. Now 
thie tupply is ds good as ever it tvas in the 
Ittke. The trouble lies in the vegetable 
matter. .... It has been used for a 
lopg time withoQt filter beds. We 
have all the vater needed for 
our purposes for a long time to 
come " The stars we have iosorted, mark 
tho pl*ce whore four worda came in which 
noweJ very clearly that the worthy aider 
man had not studied the aubjootupon whioh 
ha was giving an opinion in anoh a very con 
fident manner, an opinion which is no diubb 
likely to have an influence on many of hia 
fellow cilizena. Those four worda are 
"whioh ia not injurious." If he had said of 
a dose of cold poison " tho trouble liea in the 
Rough on Rats whioh is not iojurioos," he 
vonld have been almost as near the tmth as 
he was when he said "the trouble lies in 
the vegetable matter whioh is not iojurioua." 
It is just the vegetable matter 
whioh is injurioua. If Alderman 
Dwycr could find out aome monna 
of elminating tho vegetable matter, 
£lk Lake water woald be alaioit aa good ua 
vrater ova. be. It Is to strain that matter 
oat of it that the filter beds are required, 
and it ia beoanse the filter beds have not 
been in good order and have not boon ueod 
that the water iiaa bcuomo foul, and there 
are so many complaints about it, 

\Vc do not OFik AUiormau Dwyer or any- 
one else to take our unsupported word for 
this, There havo been able men who havo 
made water a atudy. They have discovered 
what wator is wholesome, and what water 
unwholeaomo, and thoy havo also found out 
what it is that makes wator unwholeaomo. 
It is unfortunate, aa wo think, that thoy 
have called these substances by long names 
liard to understand and difBonlb. to pro? 
nonnce, but many of these hard words mean 
■omethiog that is simple enough but not at 
lall pleasant to think about or to talk about, 
That thinn is foulness of ono kind and an- 
other. Vegetablo matter ia ono kind of 
fonloeas. Kvoryono knows that swamp 
water ia neither pleasant nor wholesome, 
Therelinothingportiouiarly foul 1b theswamp 
bat there are In it decayed and decaying 
■tnmpa and logs and moss. The water in 
which those are soaked gets bad in very much 
tho nanio way that wator in which sugar is 
pub gots sweet. It has been found that 
water in which vegetable matter, living and 
dead, is soaked gets full of living creatures 
which are too small to be aeea by the naked 
' eye. Some of these oreatnrei have a bad 
efToot on tho stomach when they are swal- 
lowed, and flomo of lliom produco deadly 
disonses— typhoid fever, cliolora and tlio 
liko. 

We have a book before us whioh is tho 
joint production of two learned and prao- 
tical men. It is a praotioal treattie Von 
the examination of polutable water . 1>y Al- 
fred Wanklynn and EmeatTbeophroa Chap- 



man. These men are admitted to be au> 
thorities on the subjeob of water and parlic- 

ularly drinking wfttor. We find on page 47 
a doBoription of wator whioh ia not fit to 
drink. Here it is: 

' Certalidy the innfilter^ water of the 
Thames, whether taken from the river at 
Hampton Court or at London Bridge, ia un- 
fit to drink ; and cortainly surface wella, 
whioh oontttiu excreta in u elightly altered 
condition, und which ocbaaionally contain 
the maleries morbi of oholera and typhoid 
fever / yield . nndrlnkalile water ; and 
cerldiidy wdV water ibJiich is' loaded with 
vcijelciWc madtr in not ft In drink. 
So we find the " vogotable mutter" which 
Alderman Dwyer declarea to be harmless ia 
Said by theeo soientista to irako water un- 
drlnkablo. Hero is a paragraph which, al- 
though it contains some of the objectionable 
hard words; we will reproduce for the bene- 
fit of Ihoso wlio, like the worthy alderman 
we have named, consider vegetable matter 
in water harmloas : 

" Much albuminoid ammonia (wbioh gen- 
erally comes over slowly) little . free am- 
monia,- and the almosb entire absence of 
chlorides is indicative of vegetable contam- 
ination, and ia exemplified by the well at 
tho Look Workhouse. Slich xvatev is very 
iii)uri()ii>: to health," 

" In the Leek Workhouse," it ia said in a 
note, " there has been for years past a 
tendency to diarrhoea, whioh could not bo 
accounted for until the water waa examined 
and shown to be loaded with vegetable 
matter." 

The great advantage of an eilloient filtar 
ia that it atraina oat the greater part of this 
vegetable matter and the germs of disease 
which are fonod in company jylth it, Dr. 
Shaw, it will be remembered. In hia excel 
lent article in the Century MagDzine tells 
us that the Hamburt; filtera cleared the 
water ot tho Elbe that passed through them 
of oholera germa and in this way averted a 
second visitation of that dreadfal diaeaae. 

We ainoerely traat that no one will regard 
the preaenoe of vegetable matter in water as 
harmless. An apparently small proportion 
docs groat mischief. Wanklynn tells us that 
imperfectly filtered water, in which aa much 
as from 0,10 to 20 parte of albuminoid 
ammonia (which ii indicative of the presence 
of vegetable matter) ia found in a million 
parts" ia not wholeaome. *' It la a matter 
of observation " he saya that diarobo!} ia 
fretguently provalent in communities which 
drink such water. 



THAT EMPTY TREASURY AGAIN. 

The Times in hazarding a guosa as to the 
authorship of our editorial upon "empty 
treaauriea" — which gueaa ia aa wide of the 
mark aa the question of authorship is irrelc' 
vantto the matter under discussion, whin- 
ingly complains that we havo made "an op 
posent's criticism of public affiirs the occa 
aion of a brutal and ofTenaive attack upon 
that opponent." We have done nothing of 
the kind. The Newa-Advertiaer and the 
Times have not criticlzed'pnblio affairs in 
this matter — but they have fabricated wan- 
ton atatomenta concerning public alTiira, 
in juatifjoatiou of which, as we said yester- 
day and repeat to-day, iiol n ^imjlc detail can 
he given. Criticism is one thing; lying ia 
another, and it is always in order to cxposo 
the true charecter of a mendaoioua oppo 
nent, leat by permitting him to masquerade 
as an honest man hia aayinga might, to those 
who do not know him, assume the garb of 
truth. Let tho " Nowa-Advertiaor " and 
the " Times " criticiae aa much as they wish 
and as severely aa. they are able, and we will 
always answer them in the same epirit. In 
a case of criticism the personal obaraoter of 
the critic cuts no figure — however question 
able that charaotcr may bo— but when yoa 
oome to deal with wilful falaehooda the falai 
fier should not be permitted to pose as an 
angel of light, and we do not propose that in 
this oaae he ahall. 



THE ISLAND PROVINOE. 

The Oovernor-General waa evidently 
pleased with his visit to Prince Edward 
Island. He was warmly welcomed by the 
islanders and hospitably treated. Aa many 
as aix thousand of them attended an agri 
cultural convention at which ho waa present. 
It may^be thought singular that so many 
people could be collected Id one plaoe on an 
island with a population of little over one 
hundred thousand. It must be remembered 
that thouj^h tho smallest It ia ono of tho 
oldest of the Provinces, It h'ia liad a (Juv 
eminent of itb own for over a hundred youro, 
and it is settled from one end to thu 
other. We doubt very muoh if Ihere is ono 
thousand acres of unoccupied land in tho 
whole Province, and wo are pretty certain 
thoro is not a greater area tlian that unfit 
for cultivation. Tho whole island being 
thick'y Bottled and tho capital, Charlotte 
town, pretty well in its oontre, it is not sur 
prising that six thousand or even more 
Booked to the capital to welcome Lord 
Aberdeen. 

The rcBouroea of the Province are now 

almost ontiroly agricultural, Tho soil is not 
rich in tho samo sense aa that of Lulu 
Island in this Province ia rich. There is no 
alluvial land upon it. It has all tho appear- 
aoco of being once a saud-bank in tho Galf 
of 'St. Lawrence. The aoll ia, for the moat 
part, a light aandy loam, eksily tilled and 
yielding a gonoroua return to tho skilful 
ngriculturiat, but it ia very fur indeed from 
being indulgent to tho la.zy or tho ignorant 
farmer. Tho light land is easily " run out," 
but nob very diflioult to put " in good 
heart " again. . Mnoh of ib had been over- 
cropped, and the thriving farmers 'finding 
little demand und low prioos for their grain 
and roota have lately, wo son, turned their 
attention to dairying with moat ctiucriug ro- 
fluUa. l).»iry farniin/; liaa thiH advantage ; 
its products, if of good quality, find a ready 
aale and fair prices iu the British market, 
and It ia eaay on the soil. Pasture, so far 
fromexhauBtingtheanUijenovatealt. Weare 
therefore not anrprtaed to (?nd that the 



islanders are pleased with the result of their 
experiment and see good times ahead of 
them. 

Tho people of tho leland Province com- 
plain of thoir isolation. For throe or four 
months of the year their intercourse with 
the outside world is greatly obstructed by a 
barrier of ico. Thia is why thorc ia ao much 
talk omong thorn about a tunnel, of which 
their present Governor, tho Hon. George 
Howlan, has boon an cnthusiaalic advocate. 
But we very much fear that tho P. E. 
Island tonnel is to - them au;. unattainable 
good. However, they' should not' despair. 
It ia confidently predicted that a workable 
flying ahip will bo un accompliahed fact in 
tho not diatant future. When tho aerial 
vo«8(,'l ia inveuted uiul in gonerul uao, it will 
be just tho thing for tho Islanders. A short 
flight of ten or twelve milss will be nothing 
to such a vessel, and with a lino of air ships 
they could have daily, indeed hourly, com- 
munioation with the Mainland, 



PA RL I A MEN TA RY P US T UA TION. 

It is found tha!; American legialators do not 
always givo aa ni"o!> fttteiilioa to giuniinar 
and punctuation ua thoy ought. Bad punc- 
tuation and atupid arrangement have cre- 
ated a difficulty in interpreting one 'of the 
paragraphs of tho tarifTt that may give ool- 
lectors of customa a good deal of trouble in 
tho future. Thp dispute aa to the right in- 
terpretation of tho following paragraph ap- 
pears to havo been (juito lively. 

"Free lint. 197— Diamonds ; miners', 
glaziers' and ongruvcrb' diamonda not sot, 
and diamond dust to be used in manufacture 
of watches and clocks." 

Sen>ttor Jones, of Ackansaa, aaya the in 
tention was to havo the word diamonda 
made a subhead, and tho mistake of a oomi- 
oolon instead of a colon will not be allowed 
to admit diamonds free, especially when 
construed with tho jewelry schodule which 
especially provides lor " uncut precious 
gems of all kinds, 10 per cent, ad valorem." 

Senator Jones says tho words, taken in 
connection with tho intention to make the 
word " diamonds " in the free list as a sub- 
head, will be construed to make diamonds 
subject to the duty on, preoiona atonea. 

" Secretary Carlisle ia.too good a-lawycr 
to construe the act in any other way," re 
marked the Atkanaaa Senator. 

The abatementa of customs ofBcers of the 
Treasury Department to the Assooiated 
Press representatives yesterday differ from 
Senator Jones'. They assert that the strict 
letter and punctuation of the tariff bills and 
not Congressional intention <tre followed by 
tho courts. It ia thought quite probable 
that tho matter may have to l^e eventually 
Bottled by judicial conatruolion of the moot- 
ed point, provided, of course, that a cur- 
ative bo not applied by Congroes before tho 
new tarifTbill lieoomos a law.

The driver of tho chomical en- 
gine, J, McN'eill, testified that ho had pro- 
ceeded to the lire with tho engine; the 
chemical at onco put out tho fire. Mr. 
Wochter, a tirciiian, told of tho finding of 
tho raga and iho broken stove. Ho did not 
smell any (tats; iho pipo appeared to bo plug- 
gad up. Chief Dcaay had found oil-aoakod 
rags. Ssrgl. Walker related tho particulars 
of the bottl.i of oil which exploded when 
handed to him. Mr. Burrowes went on tho 
stand in hia on'n behalf and told all about 
the gas stove and motor and tho bottles of 
benzine. Tho jury roturnod a verdict to 
the effect that there was no evidence to show 
how the fire had originated. 

J'lDuMK.NT was rendered by Mr. .Justice 
Wulkoni yesterday in Wilson v. Cowan, 
allowiDg the non-suit of defendant.

Judgment was given allowing the non-suit 
cf tlio defendant as naked for, but without 
costs, the Icariiod judge holding that the 
pliiioiiff, Wilaon, wua bound by tho express 
terms ot tho agreement and that tho oonaont 
of the dt fondant should hovo t]ecn first ob- 
tained H8 a c jndition precedent to ruling off 
such dcb;a as bid.

It was dual iu its nature — a 
tandem compound oonrtonaing Corliaa ongino 
and boiler would cost $U,r)00, or a cross- 
compound condensing Corliss engine in tho 
plant would 0()st,S12,lfiO. 

Ald. Ledinoham— If yottgetthe contract 
would you allow tho boilers to be made in 
the city 

Mr. Hamilton— That would make it 
necessary to call for sew tenders ; we can- 
not guarantee .(he work of others. Aa to 
the coal consumption, we will go ono better 
than the specifications. We can guarantee 
two pounds to the horse power. , 

The local representative of the Rebb 
Engine Co. stated that the Amea engine had 
boon in successful operation for eleotrio 
light purposes for several yours. The 
tender waa for a crosB-oompound Corliss 
ongine, aud tho figures wore practically tho 
8;.ino. It waa for tho council to decide 
which to accept. 

For tho Canadian Ooner.il Electric Com- 
pany, their agent roir.arkod that tho ap- 
paratus ooulil apoak for itself. Tho com- 
pany would bo at hand in case of nocesBil}'. 
Thoy had 535.000 worth of stock in Van- 
couver. Tho company was a purely Can- 
a<lian affair, and all the money would go to 
Canada, and a largo part of it to the Pro- 
vince.

feaflioual etiquette ia replying to tho chief 
ollicor of the Costa Rioa. It soema alraugo 
I havo nob hesrd from the cb plain. Ho 
must Buroly havo bean on the bridge, or was 
it only when his whistle bjow that he bo- 
caino awuro of i ho fact that his votsel 
was in danger, and therefore cannot say just 
whot happened. Or ia it that he cannot com- 
mand such flowing language and form such 
beautifully rounded periods ns appear in the 
[rlowing description of tho almost disaater 
by hia chief oihoer ? His ono truthful state- 
ment is that wo wuro off Sooko inlot. But 
if the Costa Rioa ia the aieamship in quea 
tion ho did not makn mu out on his port 
faow, but on hia starboard bnw, and I never 
altered my course until I threw my holm 
hard a-port to avoid oolli-iiou. When first 
I siw the ateamahip's lighta she was appar- 
ently steering the same oourse as 1, dud- 
deoly she ported her helm and headed 
straight for me. My men cried out " Sho is 
coming down on us." I then asked "Aro 
our si (q lights burning brightly V " The 
reply Was " Xhey are burning all right, 
air." ^ turned to tho ofHoer on dick 
and sivid : " It ia a tow-boat cowing down 
to speak Ua," all this time keeping 
straight oU niy oourso. Suddenly out of tho 
darkness loomed tho outlines of a largo 
steamer. My men forward at tho same 
mouujQt crying out "It ia a big steamer and 
she will bo into us," came tunning aft to 
oBoapo the imminent peril. At that moment 
(I call it a mad act) ho threw his helm bard 
a port which brought him square across my 
bowa 'ortning the letter T. I admit for a 
moment I fc ircoly knew what to do, any 
mode of escape seemed ( qually dangerous, I 
ordered my helm hard a port and we stood 
with bated breath not knowing if wo would 
clear or not:. This was tho n;onjent he gave 
thot f'coxy blast of tho whistle. 

Wo did c'ottr — by 300 yards the mate of 
the Costa Rioa aaye, he having a Bplondid 
oyo for dislcinces at night. At any rate we 
paiaed so closely that I expected they would 
hear my question aa to what kind of a look- 
out they were keeping, and if they were all 
asleep, but they vouchsafed mo no reply and 
starboarding his helm to bring the ship to 
her course ogain, passed into the darkness. 
To conclude, I would aay to the chief officer 
of thoS.S, Costa RicB, if he it was who 
trod tha deck of the nnknown steamer that 
night, he tbould have starboarded his helm 
and passed to starboard. I wish for no 
further ooatroveny; If he still feels aggriev- 
ed let him' eaU a court of enquiry.

Services. 



Great Care Taken to Gnard Zealonsly 
tlie Interests of the 
Citizens. 



(By Albert Shaw. In the Century.) 
(Con tinned.) 

In 1885, ill Barliii, it was founil tlint 
7;!, 000 persons woro living in tlio condi- 
tion of himiliea occupyini; n singlu room 
in toiiBineiit houses ; ;582,GOO wuro living 
in houses (I uiojui hy " hoiiaua " tlio dia- 
tinob apartments of ii Jioiiaoliold) of two 
rooms ; 432,000 occupiud liouscs of throe 
rooms J and ^98,000 wero ([Uiirtorecl in 
the luxury of houses having at least four 
rooms. It was fouad that although the 
ono-roora dwellers wore only ono-Bixtli as 
numerous as the threo-room dwellers, 
their rate of mortality was about twcnly- 
throo times as high, and tho actual num- 
ber of deaths anion" them was four times 
as great. Compared with dwellers in 
houses of more than four rooms, tho mor- 
tality of the ono-room direllerB was at a 
thirty times greater rate. In a total 
population at that time of 1,315,000, the 
7.'?,000 people who lived in one-room 
taaomeut quarters supplied nearly half 
the entire number of deaths. Their 
death-rate por thousant for the year \v;ia 
163.6, or about one-sixth their entire 
nuiabar, while the two-room dwelluia 
sustained a death-rate of only 22.5, the 
three-room dwellers escaped with the 
marvoloualy low rate of 7.5, and tho well- 
to-do people, who had four or more rooms 
for their household, sult'ored by death only 
at the rate of b.4 per thousand of popula- 
tion. We are wont to regard an iinnuid 
city deatli-rnto of from twenty to twenty- 
five per thousand of tho total population 
as normal, and satisfactorily small, ^\o 
have not, however, become accustomed 
to the minute analysis of such a rate, 
which might show th^it the respectable 
and " noruiul " aYcrai;e was mado up of 
rates for dilt'erent classes viirying from 
3 to 4 per thousand lo 200 per tliousaiid. 
Half the mortality of tho lierlin one- 
room dwellers occurred iu households 
where five or naoce persons occupied the 
one apartment. 

SOME SIATISXICAL llEVKLATIoNS. 

Results of the more special inquiries 
set on foot in eouuection with the lust 
census of Ceniiany have within a few- 
months become available, and some of 
them seem to nie intensely interesting. 
For example, it is highly signilicant of 
thn eOiciency of recent municipal mea- 
sures to find that the process of depopu- 
lating the congested districts in the heart 
of Berlin has fairly begun. Thus, while 
the city's total population within un- 
changed municipal boundaries has, in tho 
five years from 1885 to 1890, increased 
from about 1,300,000 toneariy 1,600,000, 
there has been a marked falling oifin tlie 
five moat central districts. In one there 
has been a loss of 178 families in every 
thausiind. In two othois the decline has 
amounted to 110 families in every thous- 
and, or more than ono-tonth. Menu- 
while tiie outer districts have grown 
enormoutly, two of them doubling their 
population in the live years. In general 
it may be said tliat the growth of Berlin's 
population has lately been concomitant 
with a movement from the centre toward 
the suburbs that is proceeding at a higher 
velocity than tho increase in total num- 
bers. The new construction of houses 
conforms to the strict a.initary regulations 
to which I have referred, and to the 
broad aod b«ld projects, of the manioi- 
liallty fof the'eohwoi 6f population den- 
sity in all the new neighborhoods. 

Berlin's j)opulation as yet is almost 
wholly housed in tenement or a]>artiucnt 
*ttildmgll. About half the inhabitants of 
the city now live in buildings containing 
nut fewer than one hundred people. 
.Such a syateiii has its advaucftg«a and its 
disadvantages. It nia.'rce5 tho ui.stribution 
of water aud gas easier, and renders per- 
fect sewer connections more fen.siblo. 
Everything dei)end8 upon the question 
whether or not the building is a proper 
one of its kind. In 1885 about I'iO.OQO 
Berlincrs lived in cellar or basement 
rooms. Tho actual number of such sub- 
terranean dwellers was about the same in 
llSflO, but the rela'.ivi: number had de- 
creased s<inie\vh;it. It ia the policy of 
the authorities to discourage or forbid as 
rapidly as possible the occupancy of un- 
wholesome basements.

.MAN I ITIF.S. 

Berlin is not alone in the employment 
of measures to promote improved houa- 
ing. AU the other leading ( !orman cities 
have nlade similar statistical investiga- 
tions, and most of them are endeavoring 
to reform the evils that they now fully 
comjjrohend. Ihealau's ixipulation is tho 
most seriously congested in all ( Jerninuy, 
the number of one-room families being 
almost incredible, including some forty 
thousand people who enjoy the privilege 
of a zuhehor (a snmll unwarmed, closet- 
like appurtenance of a room), there were 
in 1KK5 not loss than loO.OOO pople, out 
ofatoUl Breslau population of l-'H7,')i)(), 
who lived in houses of only one warm- 
able room. It fihould be reumrked that 
besides tho 7;!,0U() lierliners who 
lived on tho iib-folutely one-room family 
basis, there were 4U8,000 who liad only 
one main living room per household, but 
were lifted somewhat above tho status of 
the ft, 000 by possessing tho boon of ouo 
or two of tlio.so jjrecioua iuibehor. Diea- 
deu appears to tho visitor.s so spacious 
and lovely that it is hard t i believe that 
its workinit classes are huddled miaorably 
into ono-room tenement apartmonts. Vet 
it was true, in" 1805, that 110,000 people 
out of a total Dresden population of ii"_'8,- 
000 were livinj^' in the condition of fam- 
iliea occujiyiiig one main room. ]''or- 
tunatoly, most of these Dresden people 
woro able to comniaud tho advantage of 
iiuholior, as u possible retreat from the 
othorvviso aboluto necessity of being born, 
eating, Bleeping,- suffering and dying 
within the four walls of one stuffy room. 
Among the Hinaller cities, the housing 
coiiditioii.s of Magdeburg and (lorlil z \\n\ e 
1)0011 notably bad. Considerably more 
than half of Mag<leburg'a [lopulation has 
bolongod to tho status of tlio one-room 
dwellers, ilaiiibuig has houfied a full 
<pmrter of its poiiulation on this deiiic 
jilaii, luul its compact neighbor, .A Itona,

Happily, in all the cities tho worst is 
already past. Tho conditioua revealed in 
1885 have led to municipal policies that 
are making appreciably for a better aver-i 
age quantity and quality of house room. 

JIUNICri'AI, MKASUIIES AOAIN.ST KPIDE.MICS. 

Berlin's sanitary system has been grow-'' 
ing more and more perfect for many 
years. Isolation in crowded tenement- 
houses being practically impossible, the 
city has constructed, on tho moat elabor- 
ate scale, great hosiiitals for tho treat- 
ent of all forms of epidemic nudady. .. 
Disinfection stations also, fitted up with 
huge apparatus for tlie treafcrnonfc of cloth-' 
ing, bedding and various movables from 
homes wluii-o cases of infection have been, 
found, are in constant use. Berlin has- 
no further fear of inability to cope with 
any hitherto dreaded form of contagious 
or infectious disease, for its health-ap- 
pliances are in readiuesa for the most 
dire emergency 'that experience has 
taught its medical and bacteriological ex- ' 
ports to anticipate as possible, It has- 
for many years enjoyed tho services and 
advice of Professor Virchow as a member 
of tho municipid government, and its 
health department is manned or im- 
mediately counseled by a brilliant array 
of scientific talent. Moreover, in the 
rank and file of the various sanitary ser- 
vices are many skilled, highly trained 
oflicials. Recent tests have shown that 
Berlin can defy oven tho cholera •. and as 
for typhus, smallpox and other dread 
scourges, they seem near the point of 
total extermination. Even consumption 
has been marked for governmental con* 
quest by Germany's militant man of 
science. 

Hamburg's sanitary equipment was 
Sadly imperfect up to 189:!, the bad water 
supply being the grossly vulnerable 
point. 1 have already explained how 
that most grievous fault has been rem- 
edied. At the same time, the general 
service of cleansing and scavenging 
has been vastly improved ; house- 
to-house sanitary inspection iias be- 
come thorough ; disinfect'on stations 
equal to those of Berlin have been 
established ; hospital accommodationa 
and transport facilities have been 
made well-nigh perfect ; the i.'flicial in- 
spection of food supplies has been ren- 
dered fur more complete and rigid, and 
housing conditions have, as never before, 
been made a matter of municipal solici- 
tude and regulation. A new era has be- 
gun for that groat city. Munich, Dres- 
den, Leipsic and various other (ierman 
cities, have established similarly com- 
pleto services for the protection of their 
])eople against the epidemic spread of in- 
fection.

Tho 
English succeed only in tlicir tailor 
made costuiiii-"S, and tlioir charm is tho 
rigidity nf lino and porfoctioii and 
sniootlmi'ss of liiiisli. Tho American v- 
quircs somothiug moro Chan tliesc, and 
it is to be liopod that tho now departnro 
•will moot with tho snccess it deserves. 

Tho worst nf it is that tho word im- 
ported siH ins to exerciso .a i)Otcnt charm 
upon all women, and that word ol'ti n 
covers a licst of delicicnoics that t'l. 
buyers would not overlook if they kni w 
tho garment in question was of humc 
manufacture. TIjo imported gowns and 
wraps are made to look perfect in tlieni- 
selvcs, and there art^ few, very few, 
women capable of judf^iii^; for ll'.em- 
selves as to tho real suitability and bo- 
comingnoss of an imported garment, as 
it looks so well in tbo fancy box or oi! 
tho lay flpnro. It is only when the gar- 
ment is-lioiight and taken home and laid 
beside her other belougiugs that the 
American realizes that slio has not 
spent her money to tho best advantage. 

I am not saying that thoro aro not 
very beauti'ail yowiis, etc., iiiipcirted, 
but I think few of them aio, asicb! from 
the fact that some great; dressmaker or 
other has his name stamped on tho belt 
lining, ever as genninely satisfactory as 
the gowns made here and adapted to the 
wearer's every need and intended to 
liirto every dcfieieiiey, and thoro is an- 
other thin.Lr — soiiio of the most fasliiona- 
blo niodiste« of Now York do import a 
few models every season, and from. these 
designs hundreds of other gowis are 
made no of doiiiestiu silks and other 
fine m;.t':rials and sold as frowns direct 
from so ami so of Paris, Berlin or Lou- 
don. These have all the faults of tlie 
originals riiid in most instances lack tin; 
finene.-s of liiiish. Tho stamped l)(dts, 
which arc snpiiosod to bo proof most 
positive that tlie garment is imported, 
are woven not fur from Canal street, 
Kew York. Our domestic silks are 
(1^ really better hecanse mado with less of 
chemical weighting than the foreign 
silks, and tho designs aro almost e.vact- 
ly tlie same. Americans should wear 
American ~i!ks, liut the}- <)ii;<ht to do so 
knowing it and not believing them im- 
ported. > 

Now that J have in a moosnre reliev- 
od my mind on this subject I will toll 
you wliat ilio earliest importations are to 
bo fur fall and liow tlH.-y aro tu bo made 
up. In tho llisb place, I may mention 
tliat the 18:10 styles will bo worn as 
much as they have been, and the most 
of the most st3-li.sh of thoui will liavi; 
nil tho ISoO characteristics considera- 
bly accentuated if possible. Tho bro- 
tclles will bo wider and stilfer, tho ber- 
thas moro awkward and ungraceful, and 
the skirts will beqnite t\vo inches short- 
er than they now aro.

A.-idu from tliiM tlicro is a 
limit le>H nvimhcr of passementeries, 
fringes and set urnameuts, combining 
large and small beads, and I saw a 
quaint looking fringe called "bugles, " 
where there was one long narrow head 
witii a largcoiio Ixdow it. Sonu* of these 
bugle frii)g( S are of IhUed or l\isl( vles,s 
beads, and they will bo u.sed for mourn- 
ing mostly. 

Nest to hcadwork will como tho 
Iioavy lace.s for trimmings. Point do 
veriise will lie laid uii ilat and in some 
cases ]iicked out with beads of one hind 
or another on rich and heavy goods. 
Flat bauds of velvet mid rolls of lieavy 
satin will ho u.sed as skirt trimming, 
and the gaulfercd Jlounco is a I'.xcd fact. 
This will bo headed with narr(jvr bead- 
ing and may bo straiglit around or fcs- 
tooneil. 

While tho French authorities have 
:flxed upoJi tlio 1880 stylos a.s tho vogue 
for this season, there will still ho niimy 
por.soiis who cillicr do not liko them or 
Iind tin 111 iinl)ecoiiiiiig, ami such can 
find among tho loss pronounced Uerman 
stylos somotliijig to suit them, or tiiey 
can have tho English tailor gowns, or 
they can c-(iinlii;u! tl-.ii best ideas of all 
three (ii. I iiH i iiiiidivs if Ihoywill have 
.their dre.sses niiulo at hojuo. 

The nu\ycBb of the fall goods is xioro- 



uictta cloth, which is s-omcthiug Ilka 
an armuro weave; a soft woolen satin 
finished stuff, with a self brdoa'defl bor- 
dering; a Uno M'oolen brocado almost 
satiny in appearance and several new 
elTects in cheviots, serges and tweeds. 
Tlicse last three inontioiicd fabrics are, 
like the poor, ahviiys with ys. They are 
tho bread on tho table and will never 
go out of fashion, though they aro v:i- 
ried a little each season as other styles 
change. I notice plain surfaces with 
tiny raised flocks of bright color. Tho 
wool orepons have surpassed themselves 
in new weaves and oolora Drab and its 
(■(Hisinly shades would seem' to be tho 
favorites, though there aro several new 
tints in maroon, plum, gi-een and blue. 
Tho blues all follow tho shades of the 
old faience, soiuo of them being a pale 
dusty color and others a rich ultrama- 
rine, lu somo of tho brocades wo find 
tho two extronio shades mingled with 
beautiful effect. 

There are manj- brocades in persian 
and nov( lty de signs, and 1 saw two s.im- 
ples 6f a thick satin ground iu Qua- 
kers' drab, with purplo and yellow pan- 
sies in velvet cisole scattered closely 
over the surface, the paiisies being o!ily 
half an iiicli large. Tho other sample 
also had a drab ground, with exquisite 
moss rosebuds over tho surface, stand- 
ing tho widths of tho velvet pile above 
tlu) satin, which gives to this fabric a 
most superb appearance. I was told tluit 
these two samples wore to bo largely re- 
produced for rich winter costumes. Tho 
old fashioned peau do sole of our grand- 
mothers has been roprodncod for this 
season. It is a rich silk with a surah 
twill on ono side and a heavy faille 
Weave on tho other and is vciy thick. 

tSpcaking of tlio fall goods almost 
caused mo to forget that wo still have 
several weeks of summer before us, and 
as no fall drosses are yet made up foi 
inspection I \vill tell you of two ver:^- 
dressy summer gowns. One of them had

a plain nnderskirt of gray blue faille, 
with a draped apron over.skirt of striped 
taffeta in two sliades of blue. There 
was a corselet of tafl'eta over a gninipo 
of white laco and a short} Ktou jacket 
with a wide faille bertha. Largo gilt 
buttons gave brightness to tho dress. 

Tho other one was a "peachblow" 
pink crepon, tho overskirt cut in circu- 
lar form and drawn together over a 
cream white Spanish laco skirt. There 
were a wid<> bertlia of lace and laco falls 
at tho elbows and lace outlining a bas([ue 
point and extending down to the fasten- 
ing of the overskirt. The speck of a bon- 
net was of crepon, puffed up and having 
two hat ears of crepon and three pink 
rose.s. The parasol matched tho rest of 
tho costume and mado it complete — a 
jioeiu in pink'. This dress cost less than 
ifi'i, bonnet and all, as the wearer made 
it herself.

Cousfo Natives Rise in Bebellion 
A^raiuHt the Hated Military 
Impressuieut. 



(Jerniany Taking Fresh Precautions to 
Prevent Cholera From Enterlnfir 
From Kiissia. 

LoNi>OK, Aufi. 21— Advices rccoivod from 
tho Congo State ahow thkt farther troubloa 
have oocurred with the natives, arising 
from the imprewment of Pottngoeae Congo 
natives into mllitory service by Congo State 
ofiioialB. The natives were highly incensod 
at tho Bunim&ry munner in whicli their rela- 
tives and friends had been dragged into a 
service that was repufi^int to them, and de- 
termined to avenge their wrongs, A strong 
native force was gathered and ao actaok 
made upon Ijolia, % Congo State post. In 
tho iightiog that «ii«ued two of the soldiers 
dcfunding ihe post were killed and three 
taken prisoners, 

A conimorcial treaty between Spain and 
the Argontiae BepttbllOijaat concluded, pro- 
vides that for a period of two years Spain 
will not raise tho duty on meats from the 
Argentine Bepubllo and the latter will lower 
the duties on Spanish wines. 

Mexicitn soldiers have billed the desperate 
)).knditt Luna and his wife forty miles from 
tho City of Moiico. 

The tirst-olttsa Hritleh gunboat Bramble, 
in oonaequenco o! ths disturbed GonditioDs 
prBVttiling in certain portions of Morocco, 
haa been ordered to Tangier aa a safeguard 
to Eoglish iatoreals. 

From Thursday to Saturday there wore 
2.'i7 new cisea of cholera, and 1'29 deatha 
from the diaeaso In Austrian Galicii. In 
Bukowina .3S new oaaea and 21 deaths were 
reported in the aamo time. Tho li^rlin 
oholora commieaion has decided that it ia 
neceaaary to lake additional precautionary 
meaaurea along the Busaian frontier to pre- 
vent the entry of peraoiiB from tlio cholera 
stricken dislriota of HuBala, It is reported 
from Scutari, Turkey, that a numbor of per- 
sons have a disease wlitch ie euapected to be 
cholera. There havo been twenty-one 
deaths from cholera at Maraeillee, France, 
since August 4. 

Advices from Hayti to the 7th say that 
President Hippolyte Is seriously ill, and 
that there ia much iknxlety la oonsequercs. 

A correspondbnt ut Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
says that Minister Pence has realgncd and 
haa been appointed envoy to Peru ia order 
to aeftle the boundary question, 

Gagnei, atonn of 2,000 people, twelve 
miles from ^ior, France, was threatened 
with destittotion bv fire Monday, bnt aid 
arriving from Mio« little damage was done 
and no lives were loit. 

Another heavv engagement has taken 
place near Trujillo batvaen the Fernvian 
government troops and Oea. Saminario'a 
rebels. There were heavy lotaes on both 
sides before the gaairilUa withdrew from 
the field. 

It is reported that Pieorla will openly 
join Solares against the Peruvian govern- 
ment. Friends of Pieorla Bay he is now 
sore of the backing of tho ontiro country. 
He is receiving daily accounts of adhesion, 
while deaerliona from Cacoras' army occur 
daily. 

Firo broke cut ir. the coal warahouao on 
the water front of Fiume, Austria, on Aug- 
uet) 13, and has not yet been extlngulahed, 
although tons of water are thrown on the 
burning niaas hourly. There ia no posaibil- 
ity of saving the gooda in tho great structure 
Tho atmoaphcie Ih thick with ainoko, which 
ia almost unbearable, and all those who can 
ufTord the expense are leaving the town.

DRY GOODS TEJlDE 

That Farther Frononnced Improvement Mani- 
fested In Bnstneis During the Week. 

Nkw Tosk,' Aug. 21.— In its weeltly re- 
view of the dry goods trade the Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin says : 
" The imprnvement in business during last 
week, following tho passage of the tariff bill 
by Congress, has been more pronounced 
during the past six days, although tho in- 
action of the President still Icfc it in doubt 
whether the bill is to become 
Uw or not. Tho trade feel that 
tho long prolonged uncertainty is 
iiearing its closu and that uncertainty exists 
in a much diminished degree. The largely 
predominant opinion prevailing is that the 
bill will not be vetoed. An icceased num- 
ber of buyers have been in the market, but 
the largest addition to business has come 
through salesmen on the road, all of whom 
aro reporting improved results from the 
Northwest to tho South. The tone of the 
general market is distinctly more cheerful 
and an occasional hardening of pricca 
here and there, even to a quot- 
able extent in a few instances, 
shows a firmer attitude on the part 
of some sellers, though there are still somo 
weak spots to be eradicated before an all- 
round firmness can be recorded. Xhe sus- 
pension of work at Now Bedford, and the 
partial olosiag of the Fall River mills, has 
added to the pumber of unproductive looms, 
and the curtailment of the output in cotton 
goods is being reflected in decreasing stocks 
at first hands. The woollen goods depart- 
ment has been comparatively active in 
heavy weights, and some large sales of low 
grade spring goods have been made."

New York, Aug. 21.— The second train 
load of California fruits shipped from Sacra- 
mento direct for London by wey of the
